It 
exudes pus, and we have been to spe- 
clalists, but they will not remove 
it, Do you think it should be removed 
Surgically? ‘If so, where would you 
advise taking him?” 


Answer: “I suggest that you put 
your little boy on a short fruit fast 
and follow this with a well bal- 
anced dict, instructions for which I 
am sending you by mail, I believe 
in the course of time you will no- 
tice great improvement in his con- 
dition, It would be unwise for me 
to attempt to give you advice about 
the cyst in the upper part of your 
little boy's ear, without first having 
the opportunity of making a per- 
sonal examination as to whether or 
not it should be removed. It is pos- 
sible that this cyst will be absorbed 
as his general health is improved. 


Question: H. O, 8, writes: 
which foods affect blood pressure, 
sending it up or down.

Third Son of King George 
Joins Foreign Office 
Staff

LONDON, Mar, 18—Prince George 
has already worked up the admiralty 
and his joining the foreign office staff 
fs only part of his training so that 
he will gain administrative experi- 
ence, A question has been 
whether he will be paid a salary, but 
this is not very important because | 
foreign office clerks are paid very 
modest salaries, His business will be 
to read dispatches from British repre- 
sentatives abroad and he will minute 
each despatch, giving his views on 
what action should be taken on the 
matter concerned, The minutes will} 
then go to a senior official for con- 
firmation or revision, It is expected 
that the prince will go to the western 
department, which deals with western 
European countries, 

The statement is denied in London 
that the Irish Free State has objected 
to documents in which Cominions are 
concerned being signed by any mem- 
bers of the council! of state 
members of the royal family It is 
pointed out that it has been the in- 
variable practice since the 
state was appointed for documents atf- 
fecting dominions to be signed only 


by royal members and therefore no} 
occasion for the Free State objection 
to other members’ signatures has 


arisen 

There is no official information 
available on the further statement 
that the Free State has obj d to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
lord chancellor being members of the 
council of state, but it is consicered 
probable by well informed people in 
London that the dominions would ob- 
ject to the council of state represent- 
ing the sovereign and containing mem- 
bers of the British government and no 
other dominion government, 

The present counci) of state consists 
of the Queen, Prince of Wales, Duke 
of York, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
lord chancellor and prime minister, 
It is possible that the council will be 
superseded by the Prince of Wales 
acting as regent before the election 
This would necessitate rushing a reg- | 
ency bill through parliament

Alberta's total acreage prepared for 
the 1929 crops 1s 3,652,599 acres, a
